The results of an investigation 
into the affairs of Opus Dei, 
based ‘partly on material sup- 
plied by Dr Roche, were pub- 
lished in The Times 

The case has yet to come tn 
trial on the main issues. Father 
Sherrington wos originally 
named as a codefendant with 
Mr R. C. Farrell, who was 
not represented yesterday.

fizht to stop the French Goy- 
ernment from attempting ty do 
more than. natiormdize the 
strictly French interests in ihe 
company. 

The legal niceties were xn 
coriplicated that, according mm 
the Swiss representative, Maitre 
Mayor, the only practical 
course for the Government to' 
follow was to natinnalire the 
French banking irtereste onl, 
which repre<enl no more rhan 
12.5 per cent nf the total assets 
of rhe company. 

Mr Rey said that he was 
already on good terms with the 
French Government and hoped 
to be able to reach an amicable 
settlement ahout the lcrel of 
indemnities and the limitation 
of nationalization to French 
territory. 

If that [ailed. however, he 
said ıhar the case would be 
brought before the courts of all 
the principal industrıalized 
countries. * Recent consulta- 
tioas have shown us that these 
countries in effecr do nat ac- 
cept the extra-territorialiry of 
a rationalizatioa law and this 
even applies if an indemnity 
has heen paid." 

The ‘ shareholders would 

therefore request the courts tn 
agree that the foreign assets 
of Paribas should be assigned 
to a caretaker. who would in 
turn aliot to them to the former 
shareholders.

Millionaires 
and 
Morgans 


The Morgans of Tredegar 
House were powerful land- 
owners for five centuries. 
Indeed, when the Romans left 
Wales and it was divided 
among warring chieftains, 
Newport was included in the 
kingdom of the Morgannwg. 
But this is probably just 
coincidence, for the family 
which emerged in the fi 
teenth century is believed to 
have had humble origins. 

In Ş$t Woolo’s Cathedral, 
which looks dowr on the 
town from the top of Stow 
Hil, are fragmermts of an 
alabaster effigy of Sir John 
Morgan, Knight of the Holy 
Sepulchre, who died in 1433. 
In the grounds of Tredegar 


House, west ofl Newport, 
stands a memorial to Sir 
Briggs. This “knight” was 


only a horse, but he deserved 
to be commemorated, for he 
carried Captain Godfred 
through the 
Charge of the Light Brigade 
at Balaclave in 1854. 

. The. Morgans were an 
intrepid ily, but were 
finally brought low by the 
Inland Reverıue. Death duties, 
and extravagance, made such 
inroads into their capital that 
the last of the male line, John, 
Sixth Baron Tredegar, sold up. 

Industrial expansion ir the 
nîneteenth century brought 
new power and wealth to the 
Morgans. They leased land for 
ironworks and coalpits, pro- 
moted the cutting of canals, 
and at ore time charged a 
penny a ton tol on loads 
carried along a tramway. 

Sir Charles Morgan, whose 
statue can be seen in a 
not far from St Woolo's, 
provided the land on which 
Commercial Street and Com- 
mercial Road were built to the 
Pill wharves and Tredegar 
docks, also owned by the 
family. His son was created a 
baron in 1859, ard the Captain 
Godfrey who rode Sir Briggs 
succeeded him in 1875. 

It was said of Godfrey: **He 
was president of rearly all 
Newport’s Societies." : He 
made many gifts to the town, 
but was probably most popu» 
lar for the arınual celebratiorr 
of Balaclava Day in October, 
when his estate workers were 
served roast beef, plum pud- 
ding and beer. 

His successors lived in the 
grand manner until the tax- 
men put a stop to it. The last 
to cut much of a dash was 
Godfrey’s great-nephew, 


‘Evan, who dabbled in poetry 


and novel-writing, kept a suite 
qf rooms at London’s Caven- 
dish Hotel irr the 1920s, and 
married successively a fi 
actress and a Russian . prin- 
cess.

Third, the law still treats as 
criminals members of the armed 
forces — men or women — who 
have homosexual relaons with 


„fellow members or civilians, 
although it does not prohibit 
heterosexual relations. It still 


bans merchant seamen on a 
British merchant ip from homo 
sexual relations with fellow sea- 
mêf on board ship, prohibitions 
which are excessive because good 
discipline could be adequately 
Protected without treating people 
as criminals. . 

Fourth, in the definition of 
Bias and ir other ways too 

etailed — for this space, the 
criminal law discriminates un- 
necessarily against homosexuals. 
IÊ it treat homosexual ' and 
heterosexual relations alike, the 
police, the courts, and penal 
institutions would have much less 
to do in the delicate area of sexual 
behaviour yet there would still be 
adequate protection for those who 
did rot consent to sexual relations 
or were too immature to give valid 
consent. 

To change attitudes is a task 
related to the effort to change the: 
law but distinguishable from it. At 
present many people have gross 
misconceptions about bhomosexUu- 
aliry. For example, it is often said 
that homosexuals are likely to 
molest children. In consequence, 
able homosexual men and women 
have been dismissed from & 
variecy of jobs ~ such as teaching 
children, working on buses which 
convey children or doing manual 
work in holiday camps — merely 
because it became knowrr that 
they were homosexual and despite 
the fact that there had beep no 
çamplaints or cause for com- 
plaints about their behaviour. 

In fact, the vast majority of 
homosexuals are attracted to 
people of roughly their own ape 
Just as the vast majority of 
heterosexuals are; moreover, most 
child-molesters are heterosexual. 
It would therefore be as sensible 
to dismiss heterosexuals from 
jobs in proximity to children and 
young .people as to dismiss 
homosexuals trom therm. 

The law should ensure that 
sexual orientation should uot in 
itself be the ground for refusing 
to take on or keep an employee. 
Children and young people have 
the right te protection but this 
right does not necessitate dis- 
crimination against homosexuals 
as such, just as the right of girls 
to be protected from incest would 
not 0 separating their 
fathers and brothers from, them. 


Every week cases are reported 
of youths and men violently 
attacking people who are believed 
to be homosexual; some attacks 
culminate in murder, Queer-bash- 
ing is a sport widely practised by 
young thugs, often tolerated by 
their parents and sometimes 
stimulated by emotional reports in 
newspapers. Indiscriminate hos- 
lity to homosexuals is sometimes 
expressed by people in authority, 
such as jüdges, police chiefs, an 
politicians, including the deputy 
miayor of.a northern town who 
declared at a council meeting this 
year homosexuals were sick

British homoşexuals are welcom- 
ing the recent decision by the 
Parliamentary Assembly of the 
Councl of Europe that , te 21 
member states sbould stop dis- 
criminating against homosexuals. 
The United Kingdom’s law and 
practice are among the worst in 
western Europe. There is, how- 
ever, û widespread belief that 
British homosexuals have no 
cause for complaint, as the 1967 
Sexual Offences Act is thought to 
have ended the persecution of 
homosex men in respect of 
their private lives. The continued 
campaigning of homosexuals is 
therefore considered uonecessaty 
and offensive. Are those attitudes 
ei ed? 


Many homosexuals would 
answer “no”, for they experience 
the limitations of the present law 
and the inequitable treatment 
which homosexuals are liable to 
receive from mem of the 
public, ranging from people in 
authority to murderous young 
thugs. British law and practice are 
out of line with. the law arıd 
practice prevailing ..in western 
Europe and much of. north 
America (whether one thinks of 
traditionalist Quebec or "“twenty- 
first century” California). 

Ir is im communist states that 
homosexuals are treated as they 
are here. For the state to ipterfere 
in, peoples private lives as much 
as it does here may be acceptable 
to totalirarians but should not be 
tolerable in a country which 
affirms the freedom of rhe 
individual. 

The campaigners” basic argu- 


ments are that homosexuals are a 
minority of ordinary people who 
jffer ım the majority only by 


eir emotional and physical 
orientation towards members of 
their own sex and thar the present 
discrimination against them is 
unjust and unnecessary.
